Topeka, July .17.—Whilt- rain has 


fallen ia various parts of Kansas, the 
drouth is not yet satiated and little 
benefit has been experienced by the 
crops. Tar tains have been local stsow- 
firs and thuir only offset has been to 
cool the air and freshen vegetation. 
Two places in the state report a tem- 
perature of 107, but the average has 
been about DO. 


Reports of blighted crops continue 


',o come in. 
A hopeful tone prevails 


a most oi' the reports, however. In 
the eastern division of tbe state crops 
are suffering more than in any other. 
The damage done in the central part 
s less severe, while in the western 
part conditions arc favorable. 


The corn crop is not the only thing 


at stake. To obtain water for stock 
ind for five protection is a much-stutl- 
.cd problem, and one that will not be 
solved until the coming of rain. Pre- 
vious estimates of half a crop of corn 
this year will still hold good in case 
more ra.ln comes within the present 
week. Late apples have been hurt but 
ittle, while . peaches are damaged 
more and, small -fruits have failed al- 
most enirely.

Omaha, .July 17.—Rev. F. Morton 


Smith, the noted English evangelist, 
who is conducting revival.'seryioes in 
the cities of the west, led a congrega- 
tion of several thousand people in 
prayers for a rain which will prevent 
business annihilation in the corn belt, 
An immense tent was erected in a. 
small park located in the heart of the 
residence district, and in this 
seated several hundreds of members 
of the congregations of the city. About 
the tent, the sidewalks of which were 
raised, was massed a crowd of citi- 
zens of all classes and all religious 
death occurred during the voyage.
